Thrr.  was  no  help  for  it.  Verdi  wont 
hark  to  the  theatre,  found  the  director,  and 
told  hiru  Ins  terms.  They  were  accepted  at 
once,  and  a  contract  signed  within  the  hour. 
The  result  was  the  production  on  the  llth  of 
February,  1843,  of  “I  Lombardi.”  It  waw 
played  before  an  audience  which  had  waited 
for  admittance  to  the  theatre  from  3  o’cl'-ck 
Its  succors  was  rum  piste 
rwhtdniing.  Cert  tin  pditical  al- 
I  lutions  which  were  contained  in  the  text, 
and  which  were  objected  to  by  tho  Austrian 
rulers  of  the  country,  made  it  all  the  mo  e 
popular  with  the  Italians,  and  among  them 
every  where  it  became  a  prime  f.  virile.  1  It 
has  not  only  remained  so,  but  has  ever  since 
I  continued  to  extend  its  fame.  I.i  Bruaads, 
for  instance,  it  was  played  26  times  (luring 
the  s-uson  of  1879,  and  each  t  me  to  larg 
audiences  and  Increased  appla  iso.  It  hits 
also  been  performed  frequently  in  Paris  ami 
elsewhere  under  the  tltleof  “Jeru  atem."  i 
The  great  und  lasting  triumph  of  “Lotn- 
I  bardi,  *  following  the  success  of  "Nabueco."
